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SUBJ: CSCE: STAGE 111 AND REFORGER 

GENEVA FOR USDEL CSCE 

SUMMARY: ALTHOUGH CSCE STAGE 111 TIMING AND LEVEL OE PARTICIPA- 
TION ARE NOT YET CERTAIN, MISSION BELIEVES WASHINGTON SHOULD TAKE 
REEORGER 75 EXERCISE INTO ACCOUNT IN U.S. PLANNING FOR EVENTUAL 
CSCE EINALE, WHILE POSSIBLE OVERLAP BETWEEN CSCE STAGE III AND 
REEORGER 75 PRESENTS SOME POTENTIAL DIFEICULTIES, IT OFFERS 
OPPORTUNITIES AS WELL. END SUMMARY. 

1. REFORGER 75 PROMISES TO BE MOST AMBITIOUS IN EXERCISE SERIES 
TO DATE. AS APPROVED BY JCS, EXERCISE WOULD BEGIN IN EARLY 
OCTOBER. IN ADDITION TO DEMONSTRATING DEPLOYMENT OF SIZABLE U.S. 
SECRET 
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COMBAT FORCE TO CENTRAL EUROPE FOR MAIOR FIELD EXERCISE, THIS 
YEAR'S REFORGER WILL DEMONSTRATE FLEXIBILITY OF OUR REINFORCE- 
MENT CAPABILITY BY EMPLOYING PART OF U.S. REFORGER FORCE IN 
EXERCISES IN NORTHAG SECTOR, AS WELL AS CROSS-REINFORCING 
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4 ATAF WITH 2 ATAF IN SUPPORT OF NORMAL REFORGER EIELD TRAINING 
EXERCISE (FTX). THERE IS ALSO POSSIBILITY OP DEMONSTRATING 
PLEXIBILITY OP NATO NAVAL PORCES BY USE OP U.S. MARINE 
AMPHIBIOUS UNIT (MAU) IN NORTHAG AREA. WE UNDERSTAND THAT 
SACEUR IS INITIATING NECESSARY PLANNING TO INTEGRATE THE VARIOUS 
U.S. FORCES, INCLUDING REPORGER ELEMENTS, INTO HIS ACE FIELD 
TRAINING AND COMMAND POST EXERCISE IN FALL OF 1975. 

2. IN MISSION VIEW, IT IS IMPORTANT THAT WASHINGTON AND ALLIANCE 
TAKE POLITICAL/MILITARY/PUBLIC TREATMENT ASPECTS OP POSSIBLE 
CSCE-REPORGER RELATIONAHIP FULLY INTO ACCOUNT IN PLANNING FOR 
BOTH EVENTS. ON THE SURPACE THERE IS NO REASON WHY CSCE 
STAGE III SHOULD IMPACT ADVEERSELY ON REPORGER 75, OR VICE VERSA. 
PRESEUMABLY, ANY CSCE AGREEMENT ON A MANEUVERS CBM WILL NOT 
IMPOSE LIMITATIONS ON SCOPE AND LOCATION OP NATIONAL OR 
ALLIANCE MANEUVERS. EVEN SO, NATO MIGHT WELL WISH TO AVOID 

A SITUATION WHERE ITS HEADS OP GOVERNMENT AND/OR FOREIGN 
MINISTERS WERE ASSEMBLED AT HELSINKI AT THE VERY MOMENT THAT 
REFORGER 75 WAS IN PULL SWING. 

3. HOWEVER, IP CSCE STAGE III TAKES PLACE PRIOR TO REPORGER 75 

AND CSCE AGREEMENT CONTAINS SOLID CBM ON ADVANCE NOTIPICATION, 
REFORGER 75 COULD PROVIDE EARLY OPPORTUNITY POR U.S. AND ITS 
NATO ALLIES TO SET POSITIVE EXAMPLE OF COMPLIANCE WITH CBM 
PROVISION. PULL COMPLIANCE WITH LETTER OP PROVISION MIGHT 
NOT BE POSSIBLE IP TIME BETWEEN SIGNATURE OP CSCE AGREEMENT 
AND REPORGER 75 IS TOO SHORT TO MEET TIME REQUIREMENTS POR 
ADVANCE NOTIPICATION; BUT THIS COULD BE HANDLED, PERHAPS, BY 
PROVIDING NOTIPICATION PROMPTLY APTER SIGNATURE. 

4. TIMING POR CSCE STAGE III IS NOT A MATTER POR UNILATERAL 
U.S. OR NATO DECISION. 

IP OVERLAP BETWEEN TWO EVENTS DOES OCCUR, IN MISSION VIEW 
NATO SHOULD PROCEED FORTHRIGHTLY WITH REFORGER EXERCISE. IN THAT 
EVENT IT WOULD BE NECESSARY TO TAKE STEPS TO HEAD OFF ANY 
POSSIBLE ADVERSE PUBLIC RELATIONS EFFECTS. ONE SUCH STEP 
COULD BE FULL COMPLIANCE WITH CBM PROVISION CONCERNING MILITARY 
SECRET 
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MANEUVERS PRIOR TO CONVENING OF STAGE III. THIS WOULD ALLOW 
NATO TO DEVELOP THEME, FOR PUBLIC COMSUMPTION AND FOR PRIVATE 
CONVERSATIONS WITH EAST, THAT: A) REFORGET IS RECURRING 
EXERCSIE, B) PLANNING FOR REFORGER 75 STARTED ALMOST AS SOON 
AS REFORGER 74 TERMINATED, AND C) AS EARNEST OF ITS COMMIT- 
MENT TO DETENTE, NATO IS COMPLYING FULLY WITH CBM PROVISION 
ON MILITARY MANEUVERS PRIOR TO FORMAL SIGNATURE OF CSCE DOCU- 
MENT. 

5. WASHINGTON MIGHT WISH TO CONSIDER A COURSE OF ACTION 
SIMILAR TO ABOVE IF TIME BETWEEN STAGE III AND REFORGER 75 IS 
SHORT, E.G., IF STAGE III TAKES PLACE IN LATE SUMMER, WE MIGHT 
GIVE ADVANCE NOTIFICATION AND ISSUE INVITATIONS FOR OBSERVERS 
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PRIOR TO SIGNATURE OF CSCE AGREEMENT. EVEN IF STAGE III TAKES 
PLACE WELL BEEORE REFORGER 75, WE SHOULD LAY GROUNDWORK FOR 
DEMONSTRATING THAT NATO IS PREPARED TO CONFORM FULLY TO 
LETTER AND SPIRIT OP CSCE AGREEMENT.BRUCE
